Boyne City approves plan for wastewater improvements 


The Boyne City City Commission 
adopted a resolution last week giving 
the go-ahead for a wastewater system 
improvement project, carrying a to- 
tal estimated price tag of $7,336,000. 

Once implemented, the planned 
improvements are expected to enable 
the City to better cope with increased 
demand on the system caused in part 
by current and planned growth at 
Boyne Mountain resort as well as in 
surrounding townships. 

Acting on recommendations from 
Capital Consultants and city manager 
Mike Cain, commissioners selected 
one of four alternatives presented for 
the project. 

The chosen plan, which includes a 
modified aerated lagoon system, will

Though four alternatives were pre- 
sented to the City for consideration 
In upgrading the wastewater system 
improvement project, the alternative 
selected was recommended by Capi- 
tal Consultants for a number of rea- 
sons, including adaptability to meet 
future permit requirements. 

The plan, according to the report 
compiled for the city by Capital Con- 
sultants, 1s also favorable in terms of 
an increase tn plant capacity and re- 
inoval efficiencies, and is equitable

plan adopted, according to the report, 
will “provide a much higher degree 
of reliability, operational flexibility,

A sticking point for some area citi- 
zens, however, is the proposed loca- 
tion of the wastewater discharge, 
which, according to one option, could 
end up in the Boyne River at a loca- 
tion near the existing lagoons. 

At recent public hearings, members 
of the Friends of the Boyne River 
have expressed deep concern over the 
possibility, and in a letter to the City, 
the Tip of the Mitt Watershed Coun- 
cil noted that “the project plan seems 
incomplete without the consideration 


of [a third option of] land application 
for disposal.” rather than a deeper dis- 
charge in Lake Charlevoix or a new 
Boyne River discharge, as proposed. 

The City, according to Cain, has 
held informa! meetings with represen- 
tatives from both Friends of the 
Boyne River and Tip of the Mitt to 
address these issues, adding that no 
decision has been made in terms of 
which discharge option will be ulti- 
mately utilized. 

After last week’s regular commis- 
sion meeting, at which the resolution 
to move forward on the project was 
passed by commissioners, Friends of 
the Boyne River president Larry

It was clear to Boyne City native Katie 
Kujawski early on: after first seeing the 
Young Americans dinner theatre program 
at the tender age of 12, she said simply, “I 
fell in love,” 

It was then that she knew she wanted to 


| be one of them. “Al! the singing and danc- 


ing,” she said. “I just always wanted to do 
it.” 

Though innumerable kids have likely 
had similar reactions after seeing the in- 
ternationally-known song and dance group 
perform, for Kujawski, this was no pass- 
ing fancy. With the support of her family, 
as well as some very positive experiences 
in the Boyne City High School drama pro- 
gram, she’got to work, which ultimately 
led to a try-out for the Young Americans 
at age 16. She got in. 

“It’s just really an honor,” she said of 
the acceptance. The honor alone would 
have to be enough, at least for awhile; 
Kujawski had to finish high school first, 
and then, at 18, went on to do “the whole 
college thing.” 

After two years of scholarship, though, 
Kujawski was ready to make the trip to 
California, where the Young Americans 
are based, to fulfill her dream. After set- 
tling into an apartment and enrolling at 
Cypress College, where she would pursue 
a course of study in film and theatre arts, 
Kujawski entered the Young Americans 
experience as a ‘‘New Kid,” meaning that 
the first few months would be spent in an 
intense learning phase, getting up to speed 
on the groups’ song and dance numbers. 
“Tt was just a lot of fun,” she said of the 
experience. “It was more than what I ex- 
pected. It’s just like a big family.” 

Her ‘New Kid” phase ended with a 


For East Jordan’s Theresa 
Prymuszewski, it’s all about bal- 
ance, and healing.

“New Kids Show,” which is, she said, 
“kind of an initiation,” performed for all 
the more seasoned Young Americans, 

After that introduction, Kujawski said, 
it's a round of auditioning for the many 
shows the Young Americans perform, of 
which Kujawski, now three years in, has 
done her share of. 

“T’ve done Christmas shows for the past 
three years, dinner theatre,” she said. “I’ve 
been on five tours, [including} three na- 
tional and two international.” 

Though castmembers are not paid for 
their work by the Young Americans, 
which is a non-profit organization, “we 
don’t have to pay for transportation or 
todging (while on tours],” she said 

The commitment has meant a juggling 
act of work, school, and performing with 
the Young Americans, but Kujawski, thus 
far, seems undaunted by the task. 

“After my first tour, 1 came back and 
worked,” she said. “When I went on my 
second tour, they held my job,” she said. 

Tours, she noted, are not just perfor- 
mances, but in a large part consist of run- 
ning workshops for students at schools 
across the country and abroad. Working 
with kids from fourth grade on up, the 
Young Americans teach students all the 
elements of a song and dance show, which 
the students ultimately perform for friends 
and family at the culmination of the three- 
day workshop period. The program, 
Kujawski said, not only connects students 
with the arts, but also is used as a tool for 
“building confidence and self-esteem.” 

It’s also a means for the members of 
the Young Americans to develop their own 
skills, both in terms of the music and 
dance as well as in relating to other people.

“You meet so many 
new people when your 
on tour,” Kujawski said, 
noting that tthe 
castmembers stay in 
homes of workshop par- 
ticipants in each town 
they visit.

= Boyne City Little League 
volunteers see to it that 
the season goes on

A lot of hard work had to be done this off-season by 
the Boyne City Little League baseball board before the 
first pitch could be thrown to open the summer, and 
thanks to the persistence of its members, the season made 


The first task at hand for the board was to simply get 


Although it usually seats 10 members, as of February 
the board had only four, with no president or vice-presi- 
dent. However, as spring came and the season drew 
closer, the board, led by eight-year veteran Pam Price, 
recruited six more people and elected a president, Tina 


Aown, to lead the league, This stabilizing of the board 
would prove valuable as a busy preseason proceeded. 

The board, in recent months, has spent time coordinat- 
ing with the City of Boyne City to complete the new fields 
built at Rotary Park. According to Aown, the fiélds are 
still a work in progress but they are playable and will add 
anew dimension to little league baseball. 

Not only will Boyne City’s little leaguers benefit, but 


the city will as well. 


As it was, the one field at Veteran’s Park by the lake 
required careful scheduling — over 20 teams in five age 


groups competed for time. 


Now with the new fields, games can go on nat the same 
time and coaches can schedule more practice time on an 


actual field. 


In addition, the fields at Rotary Park will provide the 


facilities necessary for Boyne City to host larger little 


leagut events like state tournaments. 

According to Tina Aown, “the most exciting advantage 
of the new parks is that Boyne City has the honor of host- 
ing the senior girls state tournament later this summer.” 
Board member Wendy Bruneel adds that such an event 
“could bring in close to 400 people needing hotel rooms 


in the Boyne City area.” 


Furthermore, this tournament will not be the only event 
brought to Boyne because of the new fields. 

The Rotary Park facility has the potential to bring a lot 
of crowds and money to Boyne City during the summer 


seasons for years to come -—— something area businesses 


should be excited about. 


The hard work required by board cieuibers this off- 
season continued, even with the possibility that Boyne 
City would be hosting a state tournament without the 
possibility of fielding a hometown team. — 

Such a disappointment was possible because earlier 
this spring the league experienced a discrepancy be- 
tween player interest and lack of commitment among 
volunteers to help with the league. 

According to Aown, 300 kids signed up this spring 
to play, and volunteers were nowhere to be found. 

There weren’t enough coaches, umpires, or field 
workers to run the league, and without adult interest, 
the season was on track to be cancelled. Aown claims 
that “some of the board members were very concerned 


about the situation.” 


They feared that if the volunteers did not step up, 
they would have to tell 300 kids that there would be no 


little league this summer. 


The board was challenged to re-ignite the interest in 
little league baseball among parents and adults that it 


had seen in the past. 


It desperately tried to get the word out that more vol- 
unteers were needed for the season to proceed, with 
board members making numerous phone calls to past 
volunteers and put a notice in the paper asking for help. 
According to Aown, the community responded. 

“[After the] in the paper the volunteers stepped up 
big time,” Aown said. “We were very lucky.”

ing last year ’s disappointment toa one-year ‘anomaly. “Not 
having the car show last year was really a wake-up call 
for the people of East Jordan,” she said. “It got more 
people to volunteer this year.”
